It is indeed strange that such news- 
papers as the Los Angeles Herald and 
the Norwalk News should have influ- 
ence enough, in a civilized community, 
to fire up the people, almost if not 
quite, into a conspiracy to trample 
upon the laws of the country in their 
efforts to aid the escape of this assas- 
sin. The editorial columns of the 
Herald falsely and wilfully charges ine 
as “an unconfined lunatic,” with 
“hatching a plot, whereby he might 
extort money from our friend.’”? Until 
the Heraid will deliver up its “‘friend”’ 
to be deait with as provided by law, its 
editor and publisher will wear the garb 
of a base slanderer in its efforts to con- 
veri its readers into sympathy with 
murderers. So far as the Norwalk 
News is concerned, its editor, Seay, 
tormerly of this county, has, by 
his act, seriously wounded the feelings 
ofan aged father in this city, who, 
With his family. is loved and respected 
by all who know him.

Men who invest 
their means want, and rightly, too, 
to manage their own business, seeing 
that they have to assume all the re- 
sponsibilities; por can a business suc- 
ceed without such responsible, inter- 
ested head. I have had large expe- 
rience a3 a Manufacturer, aud want to 
say to my fellow-citizens that if it 
should be that a ‘boycott’ is encour- 
aged or tolerated—even more, if not: 
condemned or frowned upon—we need 
not expect that manutactures will 
locate here, This is an unjust, un- 
necessary and unlawful proceeding. 
If aman don’t like his work or wages 
let him quit and find something better 
to his mind, but such a revengeful pro- 
ceeding as “boycott” finds no apology 
in the iaws of God or man, 

Generally allsuch action recoils upon 
its promoters, and even temporary suc- 
cess is an illusion that soon vanishes. 
I say these things without any preju- 
dice, aS My sympathies are now, and 
always have been, with the toilers and 


aid anything tending to their best wel- 
fare. -Of thehundreds and hundreds 
of men who have worked for me, 
never have known one desiring to quit 
on account of unfair treatment. On 
two occasions I had to deal, with 
threatened strikes.

The Common Elder in California. 
[Vicks Magazine] 

The common elder bush of the At- 
lantic States becomes a tree in Cali- 
fornia. It is common to find elders of 
twenty feetin height growing along 
the water courses. Sometimes elder 
trees of such age and size as to attract 
mush attention, are found in the rieb 
villeys. One of local reputation 
measures twelve feet nine juches in 
girth, and the branches spread over a 
circle fifty feet across. The California 
buckeye is also a tree of good sizein the 
valieys, aud when in bloom is a beauti- 
falobject. Treesof eight and ten feet in 
girth are not’ infrequent. Several 
towns have their famous buckeyes und 
elder trees. The native madrona or 
redbark, perbaps the most character- 
isticof Pacific-coast trees, is not, as a 
rule, large, but occasional specimens 
reach such a size that they seem like 
evergreen oaks with scarlet stems, and 
become famous over whole districts. 
The large, magnolia-liké leaves, bril- 
liant bark, and gdy autumn berries

There is a 
small door at one end, and sometimes 
one small window in the side. They 
are not very inviting habitations, but 
thev are warm, though dark and close.

The Care of. Lamps. 
[New York Tribue. | 

There are a great many people who 
have used lamps all ther lives who 
know absolutely nothing abou: their 
proper ‘care. They wash chimneys 
with soap-and water, and cut the wicks 
down beyond. the chatred: part, and 
lean back with satisfaction, believing 
that their work has been well and 
properly done. In point of fact, the 
chimney ‘of a» lamp: should never be 
touched with water. “<A few drops of 
alcohol, or even kerosene oil, wi 
move the dimmed, smoky effect, and 
make the chimney bright as possible 
when it is polished with a soft flannel 
or chamois skin. There wiil then be 


no danger ot any moisture being left | 


in the chimney, so it will crack when 
the lamp islighted. | 

All parts of the burnerofa lamp 
should be thoroughly clean. A little 
kerosene or alcohol on a cloth is as 
good for this purpose as anything else 
to clean the burner, providing it is 


Negiected old burners may be boiled 
up in soda.and water and renew their 
usefulness, though not their appear- 
ance, as this process removes the 
lacquer put on most brass. It is not 
necessary to allow a burner to get in 
such a condition that it must be boiled 
in this way to clean it, but if it does, 
thereis no better remedy. 

Every part of the outside of a lamp 
should be rubbed dry and«free from 
oil when it is filled, daily. Do not cut 
the wick of alamp after it is first put 
in and has been evenly trimmed once, 
but each day brush off the charred por- 
tion. The wick will last longer and 
the light be evener and clearer if this 
last rule is strictly adberred to. Metal 
or porcelain lamps, in which the oil is 
putin afont of metal resting within 
the porcelain, are the most desirable 
and least dungerous lamps to use. 

Always avoid filling a lamp tothe 
brim or burning it when the oil is 
nearly exhausted. There is no special 
economy in turning down a lamp; 
pearly the same amount of oil is con- 
sumed, whut is not burned in the blaze 
passing off in a gas, which is often 


strongly noticeable on going into a|- 


room where the lamp has burned low 
for some hours.

‘The fact that she bas 
been thus far constructed’ en-

Field Measuring by Wagon Wheel. 

A Dakota correspondent of the 
Country Gentleman gives a record of 
his practice, which may be useful to 
some reader:
